— Will the 
members of the Chamber of Commeroe 
please read tkis morning, in oar "river mat- 
ters’’ column, a few lines in reference to the 
Portland bar T This obstruction to the river 
trade has been increasing every year, and 
now threatens utterly to deetroy all comma

The tirst business of importance waa the reading, by 
Judge Leavitt, of Dr. R. J. Breckinridge's Self Defense. 

MEMORIAL OF RKV. DR. ROBERT J. BRECKIN- 
RIDGE. 

To the Moderator of tbe General Assembly of the 
Presbvterlan Church In the United State* of America, 
tu nee-don at Columbus, Ohio: 

It Is )u*t ntn- years siooe l was el -c ted by th« Gene- 
ral Assembly on* of th- tlret Professor* of its Theolog 
leal Seminary at Danville. Kentucky. Being al«o, oy 
Charter grunted by the Legislature of tbe Common- 
wealth of Kentucky, one of the Trustee-* of that In- tl- 
tutton, I have devoted myaelt with great earnestness, 
and such success as It bat pirated Ood to give me. to 
the founding, endowing and managing that Institution, 
and to the Instruction of nine successive annual classes 
of Its students. 

Suddenly, and withont any provocation on my part 
tending toward such accusations, but solely asthe etlect 
of personal malignity and public disloyalty on the part 
ot Thomas A. Hoyt and Stuart Robinson, both ot them 
Ministers In regular standing In the church under tbe 
care ot thte venerable Conn, and the latter now slttlug 
as a member of this body, I find myself accused of im- 
moralities and Crimea by both of them. In the most 
offensive terms, at.d in the most public manoer, the 
bare ausplclon of whose perpetration by me would 
render it unfit that 1 should hold my office of Professor; 

' and concerning reparation for which attrocious accusa- 
tions. my dlr.ct and lmmedla e way of redress as a 
I‘r ./cssor, bring* me to the bar of this General Assem- 
bly. 

These accusations on the part of Thomas A. Hoyt, are 
Contained In a publication signed by him, dated March 
7th ltvd. and published first In the Evening Bulletin 
and Dally Journal, both of Louiavl le. Ky., and -bout 
that time, and afterward, in oiher public Journals. The 
accusations on tbe part of etuart Robinson are contain- 
ed In nutuerops publications, one of which has been 
distributed In pamphlet form to the members of this 
Assembly— utterly abamele-s In tu character; bnt they 
were first publish* 1 In tbe Louisville Daily Journal, 
over hie signature, about the 7th of March, and after- 
ward very extensively in the public Journals. 

It la, more particularly, that aspect of these disgrace- 
ful accusations, intended to Implicate my official char- 
acter and conduct. ax a minuter teaching tnrxAnqy Oy 
appointmmtnf the Assembly, to which I direct tbe at- 
tention of this tribunal at the same time, I would pre- 
fer that the deliverance ot the Assembly should e ru- 
bra- e every char e of every sort, contained In the pub- 
lication* now brought to Its notice, and which I solemn- 
ly declare before God are. without exception, false and 
rcandalons. . . .... 

Tbe most distinct of the accusations made by Mr Hoyt 
In tbe reuse above stated, are— that, a* a Theological 
Professor, 1 have used my position and toe sacred funds 
ol mv Institution as the means of barling fire-brands 
among th- churches that raised me to that po-lll jn. and 
coixnunted those funds- Tbe most distinct sc us-vttons 
of Mr Kobluaon, 1>* the 6ens« above stated— some of 
them clearly put forward, *cme artfuliy insinuated, 
are— that as Prof aeor of Theory, 1 bad, by art. in an 
u< manly and unchristian way, bounded on popular 
passion against my brethren— that, as a Professor of 
Theology and a teacher of religion geuerally, I had used 
the position, given me by tbe church, to inculcate po- 
litical dogmas— that, a* a Proiess >r, I bad taken advan- 
tage of the pulpit and theological chair as a politic an, 
and that I had claimed the solemnity and dtgulty ot a 
Theological quarterly and a Tneologlcal Seminary to 
lnv-**t mv political views with* flctltiou- solemnity. 

Ihe substance ot these charge* la, that betug a Mlnis- 
lster of the Gospel, exercising the office of a Professor 
o* Tb»ology, I have abased my position and perverted 
sacred funds to the promotion ol wicked and cruel ends, 

! d* grading both the Pulpit and the Theological chair, to 
the advancement of improper public objects, and un- 
worthy personal aims. Aga lust these libelous accusa- 
tions. 1 come to the bar or thia supreme tribunal of the 
Church, during whose goo 1 pleasure i hold my office ot 
Professor or Theologv; an t, pleading that they are false, 
and that within the personal knowledge ot Thomas A. 
Hoyt and btuart Robinson, who made them, I ask tbe 
Aks-mbly to make such a deliverance In the premises 
as. In their Judgment, rlstteousne.s demands, and as 
my character, services, and office entitle me to expect 
Aud In order to relieve the case, as far as 1 can. of all 
embarrassment, I hereby resign Into the hands of the 
General Assembly my office of Professor of the Danvble 
; Theological Seminary, desiring the resignation to take 
eff. cl at tbe end of the current Seminary year, namely: 
on the 1st of September, 1862. 

I deem It to be not only my clear right under th* 
circumstances which exist, to bring this matter In this 
form before the General Assembly, but my clear duly, 
both to mvs»lt and to tbe assembly to do so. What 1 
have done appears to me to have been not only right and 
commendable, but of that imperious necessity, that its 
1 rancorous condemnation Involve* impious disloyalty 
| to tbe country in its bour of extreme peril, and the 
betrayal of God’s cause and ordinance*, as the Ruler of 
the Univer-e. No Christian man can, with a good con- 
science, hold anv office which forbids him to attempt 
such service a- I have been traduced for rendering to 
Dir country. And no tribunal of the Church of God can, 
without slu. re t u»e to protect the character of Its chil- 
dren and servants, wheu they are pursued with ferocious 
and organised calumny, for doing that which la right tn 
Itself. unto which they are shut up by Divine Provi- 
dence, and whlcb Is in full accordance with the senti- 
ments of tbe Cburcb herself. 

I file herewith tbe action of the Board of Tnistees, 
and that of toe Board of Directors of the Danville The- 
ological seminary, with regard to the mutters Involved 
In this memorial. The second of those two papers dis- 
closes an action not yet completed; and It need not to 
have been filed now, but for a tal-e and Injurious state- 
ment concerning It, contained in the libelous publica- 
tion of Mr. Robinson, which has been circulated 
amongst 'he members now sitting In this Assembly.

The President’* Proclamation. 

Our types having made rather bad work 
of the President’s proclamation, owing to 
the illegible manner in whioh the dispatch- 
es are written, we republish it to-day cor- 
rected: 

Washixgtom, May 19. 
Whereas, the public prints publish whal 
purports to be a proclamation cf Major 
General Hunter; and whereas, the same is 
producing some txoitement and misunder 
standing: therefore, I, Abraham Lincoln, 
President of the United States, proclaim and 
deolare that the Government of the United 
8tates had no knowledge or belief of an in- 
tention on the part of General Hunter to 
issue such a proclamation; nor has it yet any 
authentic information that the doeumentis 
genuine; and further, that neither General 
Hunter nor any other oommander or person 
has t een authorized by the Government of 
the United States to make proclamation de- 
daring the elaves of any State free, and 
that the supposed proclamation now in ques- 
tion, whether genuine or false, isaltogeiher 
void, so far as respects suoh declaration. 

I further make known that, whether it 
be competeut for me as Commander-in - 
Chief of the Army and Navy to deolare the 
* slaves of any 8iate or Stales free, and 
whether at any time or in any case, it 
shall have become a necessity indispensi- 
ble to the maintenance cf the Government 
to exerciae each supposed power, are ques- 
tion whioh, under my responsibility, I re- 
serve to myself, and whioh I cannot feel jus- 
tified in leaving to the decision of com- 
manders in the field These are totally 
different questions from those of police 
regulation* in armies and in camps 
On the sixth day of March last, by a special 
message, I recommended to Congress the 
adoption of a joint resolution to be eubstan 
tially as follows : 

Resolved, That the United States ought 
to co-operate with any State whioh may 
adopt a gradual abolishment of elnte’-y, 
giving to such 8'ate in its dis -retion to com 
pen sate for tbo inconvenience, puclio ad 
pr.vate, produced by such change of fjrn 
tern 

The resolution, in the language above 
quoted, was adopted by a large majority in 
both branohes of Congress, and now stands 
an authentic, dt finite and solemn proposal 
of the nation to the States and people most 
interested in the subject matter. To the 
people of those States, now, I earnestly ap- 
peal — I do not argue 1 beseech you to make 
the arguments for youreehes. You osnoot, if 
you would, be blind to the signs cf the times. 

1 beg of you a calm and enlarged consid- 
eration of them Ranging, it may be, 
far above personal and party politics, this 
proposal makes common cause for a com 
■non object, casting no reproaches upon 
any; it acts not the Pharisee The obange 
it contemplates would come gently as 
the dews of Heaven, not rending or wreck- 
ing anything. Will yon not embraoe it! 
Bo much good has not been done by any one 
effort in all past time as in the providenee 
of God It is now your high privilege to do. 
May the vast future not have to lament that 
you have neglected it 

In witness whereof I have hereunto set 
my band and eaused the seal of the United 
States to be annexed. Done at the city of 
Washington this 19th day of May, in the 
year of our Lord one thousand eight hun 
dred aad sixty twe, and of tbe iodepen. 
dsnoe of the United States the eighty-eixth 
(Signed) Abraham Libcolx.
